A special committee 
of the board of aldermen made an ad- 
verse report on the plan and it was 
accepted. 

The principal objection raised in the 
report and by those who are working 
for its rejection a claim that the 
plan would lead to an undesired political 
federation. Advocates hold that no such 
federation is sought, but if the plan is 
not accepted an ultimate political feder- 
ation in which Boston will be the domi- 
nating factor will result. 

Those who are in the field against the 
plan say better results in handling mu- 
nicipal problems can be obtained by the 
individual governments.

He said that the steamer was seen 
laboring in the heavy seas but before 
any assistance could be sent to her she 
turned over and disappeared. 

A tug was sent from here and the cap- 
tain of the Australian liner Moana, which 
left here early Friday was notified by 
wireless and asked to alter his course 
and visit the scene of the wreck.

Prof. G. M. Harmon of Tufts College 
said: “Clean journalism means to shake 
off the influences of things that won't 
bear the light of an uncovering. It is 
imperative for the journalism of this 
couniry to cut clear of their advertising 
departments.” 

Nathan Haskell Dole said: “My first 
idea of clean journalism is that it should 
give all the news that is legitimate and

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FIRE IN LYNW HOUSE 
DRIVES OUT LODGERS 
AT AN EARLY HOUR 


LYNN, Mass.—Fire which started in 
a bakeshop on the ground floor of a 
four-story lodging house at 39 Ireson 
Street early today caused damage of 
about $2000. Walter Gardiner of Bos- 
ton who recently started the shop, per- 
ished in the flames, and two women, Mrs. 
Nellie E. Boardman, who conducted the 
lodging house, and Miss Stella Green, a 
lodger, were rescued with great difficulty 
by Lieut. Alonzo Alley and Firemen 
Frank and James Rooney. George Birds- 
eye was also rescued by firemen. 

While making an effort to rescue Mr. 
Gardiner, District Chief John H. Roberts 
was burned about the head and hands. 

It had been Mr. Gardiner’s custom to 
sleep every Friday night upon a couch 
at the back of the big oven. He retired 
, about 11 o’clock. About 2:20 this morn- 
ing John Sullivan, looking out of the 
window of his room, across an alleyway, 
liscovered that the bakery was on fire. 

Mr. Sullivan ran from his room and 
dropped to the alleyway from a fire 
escape. At that time the bakeshop was 
a mass of flames. He could not gain an 
entrance until he had burst in the side 
door, and then he started to crawl along 
the floor toward the rear room. He had 
reached the oven, when the heat drove 
him back. 

In the meantime the 25 lodgers in the 
rooms over the bakery had been aroused 
and were making hasty exit from the 
building. 

Hydrants and chemical streams were 
used to fight the flames, which destroyed 
the bakery and which worked up into 
the lodging house at the rear end. 

The cause of the fire was not apparent, 
but Chief Harris was inclined to believe 
that it started about the oven. 


BILL 10 DEFEAT AIM 
UF BAR AND BOTTLE 
AGT OTARTS CONTEST 


Both in the contest over the 
bar and bottle act are preparing today 
for a skirmish on Monday, when a bill 
calling for reclassification of liquor licen- 
ses and intended, it is said, to defeat 
the object of the bar and bottle act, 
is scheduled for consideration in the 
House. 

Representatives are being urged to 
vote for this new bill on the ground 
that it will simplify the problem of is- 
suing licenses. They are being told on 
the other hand by friends of temperance 
that the argument is only a mask to 
cover the real purport of the bill, which, 
it is pointed out, is to make the bar 
and bottle act ineffective. 

It is explained by the temperance ad- 
vocates that the _ reclassification bill 
merges the first and fourth class. licenses 
into one license, so that if the bill be- 
came law a man holding this single 
license could sell just the same as he does 
now with a first and fourth class license. 

As the object of the bar and bottle act 
is to prevent a person from selling under 
both these licenses, they point out, the 
benefits to be derived from the bar and 
bottle act would be nullified by the enact- 
ment of the reclassification bill. 

It is said by many legislators that the 
action by which the bill to repeal de 
rectly the bar and bottle act was de- 
feated Thursday, was only the opening 
skirmish in the real contest to make 
this measure ineffective. . Many illustra- 
tions are cited by them which seem to 
bear out this contention.

Louis, and practically all the mining dis- 
tricts of Colorado can be reached from 
Denver in a Pullman car. 

“Denver is the center the 
mining regions extending from British 
Columbia to Southern Mexico. Denver 
firms manufacture or supply all re- 
quirements for mining and ore treat- 
ment. For 40 years men made 
mining and ore treatment their busi- 
ness in Colorado and the West and 
each year a distinct advance has been 
made, until now the best mining ma- 
chinery makers can come to Denver and 
learn much in their own business. 

“An English metallurgist said that 
Colorado, by reason of the wide variety 
of its ores, is probably the best field 
in the world for the application of up- 
to-date methods for the extraction of 
values from ores and probably greater 
progress along these lines has been 
made in Colorado than anywhere else.

It will be observed that 15 per cent 
on a minimum initial cost of $1625 does 
not provide any very cheap rents for 
the workingman.

For coupled with the rent provision is 
another that any building company 
in this way with government 
favor and money must oblige itself 
to sell, either for cash or on instalment

The company is required to issue a 
provisional title to any tenant proposing 
to buy, taking as its security an insur- 
ance policy on the life of the tenant is- 
sued by a company recognized by the 
government for that purpose. That. no 
sculduggery may be plaved, the govern- 
ment is to see to it that no policy is 
for more than the official valuation of 
the house bought. 

The benevolence of this law lies 
the fact that real estate in Brazil 
enormously high and rents the samfne. 
Few laborers in that country can_rent 
a house for less than from 40 to 50, per 
cent of their total earning capacity. In 
the United States 20 per cent of a labo- 
rer's earnings is the recognized maximum 
proportion paid for rent.

On Feb, 3 the first balloon was sent | 
up.

In spite of the excellent features, the 
House has some very serious defects 
which tend to lessen its influence with 
the nation. The first of these is its 
apathy. Out of a membership of 590 
there are rarely more than 60 members 
present even on extraordinary occasions 
and many times fewer than a dozen 
occupy. the benches, Three constitute 
a quorum. There are several reasons 
for this. One is the lack of business. 
Since few bills originate in this house, 
and since it is little more than a com- 


mittee of revision, there is often very | 


little to do. Another cause of apathy 
is that a lord finds himself greater and 
more influential at home where he is 
“lord of all’ than he does in a legisla 
tive chamber, where he is over-shadowed 
by a recently created peer of far greater 
ability than himself. Then again an 
hereditary peer often finds legislative 
business irksome. He may be more 
interesting in farming, or in literature, 
Or in science and art. 

The second defect in the House of 
Lords is that it is representative of but 
one class. With the exception of a 
few lawyers and ecclesiastics, all the 
lords are great land holders. Conse- 
quently, in revision they often favor 
their own agrarian interests and show 
little sympathy for the commercial and 
manufacturing business of the country. 

The third and greatest defect in the 
Upper House is its own conservation.

N this day of fairy-tale opera and 
child-story plays the appearance of 
Blue Beard and his wives upon the) 
stage of the 

house in New York next week cannot 
come as a surprise. But when we learn 


that the text of the opera is a poem) 


of Maeterlinck, with Paul Dukas’ masic 
setting it after the exquisite Debussyan 
fashion, we have a promise of something 
quite different from the “Goose Girl” 
or even Mr. Converse’s charming “Pipe 
of Desire.” 

Into the old nursery tragedy Maeter- 
linck has brought the atmosphere where- 
in mysterious little Melisande moved, 
through Ariane, the noble and victorious 
woman, messenger of light, is a very 
different figure from Melisande. The 
scenes where Ariane enters as light- 
bringer are like the pictures which the 
stage unfolded when Pelleas was living 
into hie sorrowful love for .the shy 
little stranger princess. Blue Beard has 
a castle, of course, and the scene in 
the vaults below, where the wives 
languish in darkness, giving suddenly 
onto the open sea when the windows 
are smashed, reminds one both of Pel- 
leas’ visit to the vaults with his brother 
and the search of the two lovers for 
the ring in the .sea cave where the 
etrange beggars ate lurking. 

Macterlinck declares even more clearly | 
here, however, the purpose of his writing | 
to make plain the cruelty to 
which their present status in marriage | 
often involves. That the five wives 
choose, however, to remain with their) 
tvrant rather than take the open path to. 
freedom with Ariane further unfolds M. | 
Maeterlinck’s jutigment of the whole sit- 
‘uation. It is woman herself who must 
free herself, and the great body 
women still lingers in bondage to their 
infatuated fondness for Blue Beard, or, 
perhaps, for the jewels he can give them. 


Opera Has Warnings 

That the real meanings here are not 
personal, Ariane’s last action shows. 
All the world believes that Blue Beard 
has killed his wives; she alone trusts 
that they are still there, waiting re-

The method briefly is this: Instead 
of using wood and the other heavy mat- 
terials in vogue teday, this new method 
takes gauge—just plain blue gauze. On 
this gauze the sky ispainted, solid. The 
trees are sketched in lightly so that in 
their case the gauze remains almost en- 
tirely transparent. 

Then black velvet is hung behind the 
gauze. You will perceive that the black 
will not show through the sky part, 
which is painted solid, but will show 
through the tree trunks, which remain 
mostiy transparent. Remember that the 
gauze is blue, because that is very im- 
portant. 

Then lights are thrown on the gauze. 
The sky lights up blue and the bron 
tree trunks melt into the black velvet, , 
with only their high lights showing, 
while the bine gauze gives them just 
that blue tint one sees on the trunks 
of distant trees 

The gauze is of varving thickness and 
of varying blue, so that by changing the 
lighting: the effects of distance can be 
given at will. The whole piece of scen- 
ery, gauze and velvet, is surrounded with 
invisible chains, and thus weighted it 
stands perfectly still. When the time 
comes to remove the setting there is 
nothing to do but loosen the tension. the 
tree falls to the ground, it is rolled up. 

This is as simple an explanation as can 
be given, and if it is not clear it does 
not alter the fact that the scheme is 
working successfully in “Chantecler.” 

“It is possible, by the use of lights 
and of several screens of gauze, to get 
remarkable atmospheric effects,” says Mr. 
Alexander. “You see there is no reflec-

SCENERY BY A NEW METHOD. 
John W. Alexander, president of the 
National Academy, is not only a great

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XPLOSIONS _in coal mines have 

been traced to the ignition of a 

mixture of*air with methane, or 

firedamp, as the miners ¢all! it, 
or with coal dust, er with both dust | 
and firedamp. 

Firedamp is a gas which is frequently | 
given off in some, but not in/’all coal, 
mines, and its presence is recognized by | 
the clmnge in character of the flame in | 
the “safety” lamp, which is alone a 
mitted in such sq-ralléed “fiery” mines. 


When the proportion of this gas to 
the air is either small or large, the mix- 
ture is not explosive, but when the air 
contains about 9 per cent it explodes 
with great violence whén ignited! 


The chief causes of ignition are a de- | 
fective lamp, the explosive used in win- 
ning the coal, or jn eases where eleetric- 
ity is used, defective insulation Which 
may lead to a spark being produced | 
when the conditions for an explosion are 
present. In addition, one has to reckon 
the carelessness of the men who} 
sometimes take matches in to the mine 
and use them, or contrive to ‘open the, 
“satety” lamps, contrary to regulations. 


The danger of firédamp is combatted 
and largely avoided by efficient ventila- | 
tion in- the mine and a regulation per- 
mitting no explosives tobe used in the 


in daugerous quantity. 


Danger Varies 

some mines are very wet, and in these 
there is practically no danger of a coal | 
dust explosion. In dry mines, where 
there is much dust, it has been sought | 
to minimize this by systematic sprinkl- | 
ing or Watering of the galleries and 
roadways, but this means has not proved 
entirely satisfactory. 

One of the most interesting methods

LARGER SURPLUS 
OF IDLE CARS 


NEW YORK—On March 15 the net 
surplus of idle cars in the United States 
and Canada was 207,261, compared with 
189,842 two weeks before. The differ- 
ence 4s 17,419, or about 9.2 per cent. 
Number of idle cars was 208,527 com- 
pared with 192,673, while shortage de- 
creased from 2831 to 1266. This smaller 
shortage ‘was due principally to decrease 
in box car shortage. 

In two weeks ended March 15 the coal 
car surplus increased from 103,742 to 
114,919, box car surplus from 38,88] to 
43,114. 

Increases in cars were rather well dis- 
tributed except in the middle Atlantic 
states. Here the surplus was almost 10,- 
000 greater than a fortnight before. In 


high figures for the year or were so close 
that the difference was only a few hun- 
dred cars. As for the past month, the 
change in the Northwest Was slight. In 
the middle“ West the gain in idle cars 
was only about 150. Southwestern lines 
experienced lighter car demands and on 
the Pacific coast similar conditions ob- 
tained. Canadian roads show a substan- 
tial increase in surplus. Western plains 
states and Missouri, Arkansas and Okla- 
homa decreased their surpluses, but only 
by about 500. ° 


CHICAGO PUBLIC 
UTILITY PRICES 


CHICAGO —* Commonwealth - Edison 
dividend yield at present price of stock 
is so far out of line with that of its 
nearest neighbors, Peoples Gas or Chicago 
Telephone, that the recent advance in 
Edison stock may be regafded as dis- 
counting an increase in the regular 
dividend basis of 1 per cent, or from 
6 to 7 per cent annually. It is signifi- 
cant that while Edison stock has been 
strong in the face of impending revision 
of rates by the city, the Gas securities 
have been heavy, and there have ‘been 
rumors, without official warrant, of a 
possible reduction in the Gas dividend 
from 1 to 6 per cent. 

Chicago Telephone, which pays 8 per 
eent and sells 10 points below Common- 
wealth-Edison, is in a different class of 
utilities to such an extent that com- 
parisons lack significance, as would com- 
parisons with the City Railway, which 
earned 11 per cent last year and paid 
10 per cent, regular quarterly dividend 
being 24% per cent. 

However the April election turns out 
there is not likely to be any discrimi- 
nation as between the three companies 
whose affairs will be adjusted by the 
next city council, nor is there likley to 
be unfair reatment of them.

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NEPTUNE BREAK 
GUN RECORDS On 
TIME IN FIRING 


New Invention of Admiral 
- Scott’s Used in Besting Sis- 
ter Ships in Practise off 
Morgeco Coast. 


RAPID FIRE SYSTEM 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

GIBRALTAR — Although considerable 
secrecy ig being maintained as to the 
gunnery tests of the Neptune off the 
Moroccan coast, it is admitted that these 
tests have been peculiarly successful. It 
is understodd that a new system of fir- 
ing has been invented by Admiral Sir 
Percy’ Scott,’ already as famous for the 
work he has done in that line today as 
Sir Charles Douglas was in the days of 
Rodney. Firing under similar conditions 
to those of the earlier dreadnoughts, the 
Neptune, in equal time and at a similar 
range, succeded in making 1% times a 
better record than any of the other ships. 

A large target was towed by the Duke 
of Edinburgh, at the rate of 13 knots 
an hour, in a line parallel with the Nep- 
tune, with the result that at a distance 
of 8000 yards, or practically five miles, 
the Neptune fired two half broadsides 
in quick succession from her 12-inch 
guns and placed every shell on the ‘target. 
This. it is declared, would mean un- 
doubted destruction to any ship now 
afloat and entirely beats the world’s rec- 
ord for rapidity and accuracy of fire. 

Though nobody, of course, has any 
idea of the exact form of Sir Percy 
Scott’s invention, it is admitted that the 
Neptune was able to fire 36 rounds in 
the time hitherto occupied by firing 18. 
In addition to this, it is. claimed that 
there is no limit to the’ rate of fire. 
beyond the question of the heating of 
the barrel and the durability of the 
lining. The actual effect of all this is 
summed up in the fact that owing to 
the invention the Neptune and all fu- 
ture ships constructed on its lines and 
supplied with the necessary equipment 
will be rendered five times as effective 
at sea as was originally calculated in 
their design. 


FRENCH RAILWAYS 
LET CONTRAGTO FO 
400 LOCOMOTIVES: 


(Special to the Monitor.) 

149N DON—The complaints, which have 
been incessant of late, on account of the 
inadequacy of the rolling stock on the 
French railways to meet the ever increas- 
ing traffic, have at last roused the rail- 
way authorities to definite action. Orders 
for no less than 400 locomotives have 
been placed with various companies. The 
Societe Alsacienne has secured one order 
for 110 locomotives, while the Etablisse- 
ments Cail, the Societe Lille and the 
Franco-Belge have 40, 19 and 16, respec- 
tively. 

An interesting fact is that a large pro- 
portion of the business has been put into 
the hands of German, English and Hel- 
gian builders. The biggest order of all 
those going to foreign firms is given to 
the North British Locomotive Company, 
the State railway ordering 70 “Pacific’ 
locomotives from them. 

Ninety locomotives being required by 
the North railway, they have placed an 
order for 40 with the Creusot Company 
ind 20 with the Societe des Constructions , 
te Batignolles, orders for the remaining 
#0) being divided among, German firms, 
the Sachsische Maschinenfabrik, Chem, 
uitz, obtaining the largest contract, which 
was’ for 20 locomotives from the East 
tailway. 


LONDON SCHOOLS 
TO KEEP JUNE 14 
AS EMPIRE DAY 


LONDON—The day usually known as 
Empire day has hitherto been celebrated 
on May 24, but in a‘ report presented 
by the day schools sub-committee to 
the education committe it is stated, that 
they are of opinion that it would be 
advisable this year, that Empire day 
should be observed by the schools main- 
tained by the council, on the afternoon 
of June 20, as this day is the anniversary 
of the accession of Queen Victoria. 

‘Empire day will thus fall immediately 
before the week’s holiday, which in con- 
nection with the coronation festivities 
will be given to the children this year. 
They propose to submit a copy of the 
circular recommending that. Tuesday, 
June 20, be regarded as Empire day to 
all the head teachers of council schools 
and others who are managing private 
schools.

THE KONGO 


MAKE SOAP FOR ENTIRE WORLD 


(Special to the Monitor.) 

LONDON—It is reported that Messrs. 
Lever Brothers of Port Sunlight are es- 
tablishing a soap industry on the Kongo 
basin of an extensive kind. This is being 
undertaken in connection with a nuntber 
of Belgians, and with the consent of the 
Belgian government and the approval of 
King Albert. The chairman of the com- 
pany will be W: H. Lever and he will 
have as directors fix Englishmen and 
three Belgians. 

The reasons for starting this enterprise 
on the Kongo basin are, mainly, that it 
is particularly favorable for the regular 
production of the raw material and the 
fact that the tract of country consigned 
to them by the Belgian government, con- 
stitutes a virgin country, where the 
danger of competition is virtually elimin- 
ated. 

Messrs. Lever regret that the enter- 
prise could not be undertaken in a British 
colony, mamely the‘ Gold Coast or 
Nigeria, and had the supply of oi! palms 
been obtainable in these, they would 
have preferred to give those lands the | 
preference. The company fs registered | 
at “The Belgian Oil Company,” and starts 
with a capital -of $5,000,000. Neither 
the Belgian government, nor the Kongo 
Colony government, nor members of these 
governments, will hold any shares in it— 
under the company’s charter. 

The work is to begin at Lusango,. 
where advantage can be taken of the 
projected railway from Mitada, which is 
an important port. Thijs line will con- 


nect with the Cape to Cairo railway and 


with the mining districts along Lake 
Tanganyika, thus giving the company 
access to the country where the oil palms 
They expect to establish about 
50 mills and to employ many thousands 
of natives. 

Steamers have to be built for carrying 
the oil down to the Kongo and monorails 
constructed for carrying the palm fruit 
from the country to the mills. Modern 
machinery will be used for extracting 
the oil from the palms, but if the na- 
tives prefer their own primitive methods 
of taking’ the oil by hand, they will be 
employed in this way and will also be 
necessarily employed im the cultivation 
of the oif palm and in bringing the 
fruit to the mills. 

The natives in this part.of the Kongo 
are reported to be peaceable and hard- 
working and it is to be hoped that the 
establishment of ‘the soap mills will 
bring enlightenment to them, and will 
also arouse in them a desire to develop 
the great possibilities of their country.

ST, PETERSBURG—It 1s apparent to- 
day that Premier Stolypin, who tendered 
his resignation to the Czar on Monday 
has greater power than ever as. the 
price of remaining in office and ending 
the cabinet crisis. 

This is indicated by the issuance of 
an imperial decree which suspends M. 
Trepoff and M. Durnovo, members of 
the council of empire, from all sittings 
of the council until January, 1912. M. 
Stolypin had insisted on the removal of 
these reactionary opponents of his policy 
and it is understood that it was the 
negotiation of this point that led to a 
prolongation of the cabinet crisis. 

Rebuke in various forms will be meted 
out to the other members of the council 
of empire who participated in the dis- 
comfiture of Premier Stolypin by caus- 
ing the rejection by the council of the 
essential features of his Zemstvo bill, 
which provided for self-government in 
the nine western provinces, This Zem- 
stvo bill was rejected as a whole on 
Friday. * 

The retention by M. Stolypin of the 
premiership and the decision to punish 
Trepoff and Durnovo and others who 
antagonized him, was arrived at after 
considerable hesitation on the part of 
Emperor Nicholas at Tsarkoe-Selo.

Domestic Diamond Cutting 


Experts from Holland are introducing 
the diamond cutting and polishing busi- 
ness in New York. This may make the 
gems abit cheaper. Americans buy 
every year in Amsterdam alone $10,000,- 
000 in polished diamonds, ‘and only 
$500,000 in rough stones. Amsterdam 
handles annually more than $21,000,000 
of the brilliants. It was there that the 
great Cullinan diamond was cleaved. 
“Cleaving” is of much later date than 
polishing, and the object of it is to give 
the stone a regular crystal shape. It also 
serves to split off those parts that con- 
tain flaws. But the sawing machine is 
superseding the cleaver’s hammer and 
splitter. To divide diamonds by sawing, 
a thin disk of steel or phosphor-copper, 
revolving 3000 times a minute, slowly 
cuts through the diamond in any desired 
direction.

A singular petition to the German 
Emperor has been forwarded to Berlin 
by an American society for the preven- 
tion of cruelty to animals.

| bridge at Cologne the tail of the horse 
F is docked.” The petition sets forth 
(says the Mail) that “your majesty is 
no doubt aware that the docking of the 
horse's tail constitutes one of the worst 
cruelties practised on a dumb beast.” ‘It 
adds: “In our humble opinion it would

tion in the President’s official family of the 
r eace | younger and more progressive element in the 
| republic. Now comes the news that the 
entire ministry has tendered its resignation. 
Even Ramon Corral, the favorite of Diaz for the presidential suc- 
cession, has withdrawn as minister of the department of government, 
a post corresponding to the secretaryship .of the interior in this 
country. He still holds the vice-presidency, it is true, but this is 
an elective, not an appointive, position. 

The Corral resignation is significant in that it indicates a con- 
viction, among those who have been in the ascendency for years, 
that a sweeping change in the character and method of government 
is necessary to peace, good order and stability. And in general this 
cabinet action seems to be directly in line with promised reforms. 
The next step must be the throwing open of Congress to the people 
and the delegation of more power by the executive to this body. 
And then should come a breaking up of the great estates and a 
breaking down of the lingering feudal and peonage systems. All 
this cannot be accomplished in a moment, but the step just ‘taken 
by the aristocrats and perpetuals in the cabinet shows that the 
reforms that will make Mexico a republic are close at hand.

| A BILL passed by the Senate of the Illinois 
; | Legislature on Thursday provides‘ a means 
Local Option | whereby the voters of any political district in 
that state, choosing to do so, may decide 
on Woman at any time whether women shall be granted 
: the right of suffrage. This may be brought 
Suffrage about by application of the local option 
method. If the city of Chicago votes for 
| suffrage at a referendum, for instance, then 
te the women of Chicago, after qualifying and 
registering aS men must, will be entitled to vote on all municipal 
questions and for all municipal officers. Likewise, if a county votes 
aye, the womeg of that county will be privileged to exercise the full 
rights of citizenship. The method may be extended to the whole 
state, and if the state votes favorably, then the wamen of Illinois 
wil all be enfranchised. 

The House must act upon this measure and the Governor must 
approve it before it becomes a law. But it may be said that the 
bill offers a solution of the problem of woman suffrage that must 
‘ appeal to sensible, practical and fair-minded people. If it be adopted 
by Illinois and fairly tested there, other states that have not yet 
been able to see their way of dealing satisfactog$y with the question 
will undoubtedly enact similar legislation. _ 

One of the best features of the method proposed by this measure 
is that it leaves the question open to be decided at any time. If a 
political district is not ready to pass upon it, t need not. If it is 
ready, the opportunity 1s at hand. If the proposition is defeated 
because the sentiment of the male voters has not yet been educated 
up to the point of recognizing advantage as well as justice in granting 
the franchise to women, then, on a filing of a properly signed 
petition, it can be again voted upon. Moreover, this method enables 
the man who favors granting the privilege of voting to women in 
home affairs and not in state affairs to register his choice. Appar- 
ently, it gives-opportunity to voters of all shades of opinion on this 
subject and@t.may be acceptable to all advocates of suffrage. 

The fact that the Senate of the Illinois Legislature has passed 
this bill is one of independent significance sufficient to arrest the 
attention of thoughtful people. It is, however, only another of 
the many straws that in our tirhe indicate the direction of the 
political wind. Old prejudices are being rapidly blown away by the 
force of an uplifted and powerful public opinion.

eee IF THE commercial interests of the country 
could form the. habit of living more in the 
The present and less in the future there would 
not be so much apprehension of untoward 
events that in many instances never occur. 
There would be fewer bridges to cross and 
altogether a more peaceful and prosperous 
condition of things in the business world. 
Without minimizing the need for business 
planning and preparation, past events have 
shown that industrial activity has been greatly hindered by too 
much importance being placed upon expected developments, which 
turned out to be of small consequence. 

Some months ago considerable doubt was expressed as to the 
results of inimical legislation that would be passed by the last ¢es- 
sion of Congress. Still, nothing developed that seriously injured 
business. Then attention was turned to the consequences ‘of an 
adverse ruling in the freight-rate matter. This decision was even 
more drastic than had been guessed. But the results have not been 
what had been predicted. There has been some hesitation on the 
part of railways in entering upon new construction, and there has 
been retrenchment here’ and there; but no important orders have 
been canceled, and, in fact, the iron and steel mills are busier than 
they were before the decision was handed down. The business 
community entertained the belief at one time that a decision in 
favor of the government in the corporation tax case would be 
of great injury to the industries generally. But that decision, while 
favoring the government, scarcely cast a shadow over the business 
world. 

The financial and commercial interests are now facing. import- 
ant supreme court decisions affecting the Standard Oil Company, 
the American Tobacco Company and indirectly a large number of 
other companies. Leading corporations have been preparing to 
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adjust themselves to possible’ adverse decisions, and it is admitted 
that, however inimical these court opinions may be to the present 


methods of corporation business, the results will be neither destruc- 


tive nor lasting in effect. And yet the uncertainty as to what 
the nature of these decisions will be is acting as a serious check 
to business expansion. ‘The captains of -industry who have passed 
through many crises seem to be more,timid about éntering upon 
new enterprises than ever before. The coming extra session of 
Congress and the uncertainty as to what the next tariff schedules 
will contain contribute to the unsettled condition of affairs: 

There is an abundance of money at all of the important finan- 
cial centers, and rates are low. There is need of much improve- 
ment work on the part of the railways of the country; there is 
every natural reason for expansion, and absolutely no reason for 
thé operation of only 70 to 80 per cent of the capacity of the indus- 
trial corporations. The only thing needful to inject new life into 
commerce, manufacturing and busjness generally is confidence. And 
this'is a faculty which may be cultivated to a profitable degree by 
the exercise of a little common sense. 


BECAUSE a few romantic persons allow them- 
selves to picture artists only as indolent 
creatures with dreamy eyes’ and shaggy 
hair is no reason why every one should 
accept that estimate. It is true that some 
years ago extreme carelessness of dress, 
gait and posture was quite generally regarded 
as somewhat essential to success in art, but 
of late that sort of artist has come to be 
looked upon as a tyro who seeks to hide 
his shortcomings in variegated dress, dust and laziness. Seldom, 
even in the palmiest days of the Latin quarter, did artists of that 
type attain wide note. And the transition to fastidiousness of garb 
and conduct has been accompanied by development from loose meth- 
ods into closer application to technicalities and elimination of 
imperfections. | 

The successful artist of today may don a slouch hat and a 
flowing tie if they harmonize with his sense of the picturesque, 
but even the painter or illustrator may wear a prosaic derby and 
a conventional cravat without dulling his artistic sensibilities. 
Usually there are few peculiarities by which the modern artist 
can be distinguished from the average professional mam. He may 
wear a Vandyke beard and curling mustaches, if not a goatee. He 
is not a dawdler nor a persistent dreamer. First of all, the success- 
ful artist of today is likely to be a good business man, systematic, 
painstaking and thorough. It is by so-called drudgery that he 
acquires the knowledge of perspective, values and technique that 
enable him to record stories in black and white or colors. From 
still life to composition is often a long period for the beginner. 
But there is no short cut to competency in art nowadays. Even 
the radical impressionist must pay attention to details. 

In pictorial art, whether the work 1s commercial designing, book 
illustration, portraiture, scenic painting or any one of the various 
activities into which the brush or pencil may lead, the only way to 
secure fame is by merit, and that is made possible only by so-called 
drudgery or routine. It is the little things that count, and the 
beginner who takes an honest pride in his laboriously worked pen- 
cil or charcoal sketch may become a greater artist than the self- 
constituted genius who ignores first principles and flings color on 
ganvas before establishing his groundwork. And you will find 
such a beginner today presenting more of the characteristics of the 
business man, neatness, activity and competency, than did his less 
responsible prototype who aimed chiefly at eccentricity,

started in New Mexico with international 
approval.

225,000 acres of land in two American 
states afd in Mexico will be vast enough to influence either govern- 
inent to check all minor demands for irrigation. As the New 
Mexico undertaking was agreed upon in order to settle forever a 
controversy of the United States and Texas with Mexico over the 
use of the waters of the Rio Grande, it may be taken for granted, 
presumably, that no thought is entertained of discontinuing the 
work begun on the project to which they have agreed. 

Irrigation development on the United States side of the Rio 
Grande, particularly in the lower valley of that stream, has gone 
on practically without limitation for years, because the river has 
not been used for purposes of navigation in nearly half a century. 
Previously few boats traveled the stream farther inland than Roma. 
The Rio Grande has been so long looked upon by Americans as the 
servant of all who wished to divert its helpful waters that the 
flow of the stream has been gradually diminishing, it seems, until 
Mexican interests awakened to the situation when they began to 
construct extensive systems of irrigation on their side of the river. 
They quickly made representations to their government, and now 
comes the war department's order. . 

The theory that the..United States'and Mexico are planning 
to use light-draft war vessels upon the river, from its mouth to 
Roma, possibly -for customs collection purposes, is tenable, and it 
is probable also that the Engle dam project alone might interfere 
slightly with any such purpose. It is evident, however, that both 
the United States and Mexico have devoted considerable thought 
to the possibility of checking drains upon the great 1800-mile water- 
way leading into the gulf. Kxtensive need of irrigation all along 
the Rio Grande in Texas and Mexico makes it appear that meas- 
ures to check the use of the waters would not be taken unless they 
were highly necessary. But it is to be hoped that the government's 
order in this instance signifies that navigation, wherever it offers 
good prospects for assisting in commercial development, will be 
given the preference over all minor considerations.

At a time when enormous economic and 
political changes are in process, when great 
masses of important factors in daily avoca- 
tions and pursuits are being shifted dr are 
changing, it is a matter of practical import- 
ance’ to our readers in the United States 
that what is the shelter and headquarters of 
the home should have ‘attention paid to it. 
So long, as it shall be the shell and covering | 
of the home, we think that it ought to be 
made as beautiful as time and means may permit; if this be done 
it will produce the same results that have always follé6wed in the 
old world. But we doubt whether this can be effected so long as 
theré is an idea that a beautiful house, or call it pretty if you will, 
is to be the peculiar achievement and possession of the very well 
todo. We think that this idea is quite unsound and can be exploded, 
only the explosive must be a national agreement: on certain fun- 
damentals. We shall follow Cromwell's example and specify. some 
of those fundamentals: the first and chiefest is that beauty belongs 
to no single man or group of men, but, as we have said before, 
is part of the scheme of conduct of each of us. Nor is beauty 
anything effeminate or weak, but, on the contrary, is in its pol- 
itical and social sense but the becoming adjustment. of what we 
have to what we are. Men must never resign into the possession 
of others any function or system that is to the benefit of every- 
body in general, but a man does that when he says, in the first 
place, that he cannot afford an architect who has good taste and, 
in the second place, that he himself has not time to acquire that 
taste. There are several ways in which the public can insure good 
architects, whether they are to be paid the fees of Bernini or John 
Abel. One of these ways is for the public first to see for itself 
what architects are doing and what they can do for the man of 
small income; a very easy, compact way of doing this is to look 
at the numerous books on house planning and building that are 
printing today in England. 

These books can be found in any good public library, and 
many are not expensive to buy. We shall have tailed quite to make 
our point if the reader does not grasp the fact that books such. 
as these are written of houses for people of moderate means. There 
are plenty of works with lovely plates that show us Italian gardens 
and Elizabethan residences; we would not deprive the millionaire 
of a single, hard-won grotto or formal hedge; it is a heartless 
man that would evict the banker from his moated keep wherein 
he keeps watch and ward over the adjacent railway station. But 
what we are interested in seeing is am earnest effort on the part 
of American architects to provide the people. with such foundations 
for an architectural tradition that all may be sure of good looking 
houses and cottages. When we say an architectural tradition we 
mean by that a mason’s tradition, a scheme of work for builders 
to follow; and when we say cottages we mean that comfortable, 
sufficient style of dwelling susceptible of so much homely beauty 
and so much modest, self-respecting comfort. There are plenty 
of plans and schemes fer small dwellings published in the United 
States, but at the risk of having the originators of some of them 
not wholly agree with us, we shall say that these are emphasized 
by a wonderful absence of beauty. When these houses are pleas- 
ing, then by some mysterious attraction they gravitate into high 
cost, and when they are inexpensive they are without any character. 
A style of architecture for dwelling houses is no doubt a growth 
like other things, but it should be encouraged, and in a republic 
its first encouragement ought to come in the careful development 
of the house of the man of moderate income. He is a good deal 
talked about in schemes of reform, in self-operating pronuncia- 
mentos for the regulation of society, if we afe not mistaken he 
has even been mentioned in speeches. Now the next thing to do 
is to treat him as though he really existed and had a right to do 


so under a roof tree that looks something better than a soap-box. 
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DIAMONDS are always interesting articles | 
and hardly less so are facts—and rumor and 
gossip—concerning them. Recently a’state- As to the

The Daily Consular and Trade Report con- 
tains, in its review of the diamond trade, for 1910, a paragraph 
with relation to a transaction that very likely served as the basis 
for this rumor. This is to the effect that three of the most 
important and oldest diamond firms of Antwerp—cefiter of the 
world’s diamond trade—contracted with a,German Regie for the 
entire diamond production of the German southwest African colony, 
amounting, last year- to about 800,000 carats and representing a 
value of about $6,000,000. It is remarked with reference to this 
deal that the Antwerp firm was very careful not to permit it to 
be known that such a great quantity of stones was to be placed 
on the market. 

Whatever the South African mines may be doing, prices of 
diamonds of first quality have been increasing rather than declining. 
It may be somewhat in the nature of a surprise for most people 
to learn that Americans who in the ‘past have been content with 
nothing less than the best stones obtainable have lately been buy- 
ing second qualities, slightly defective. It is promptly stated, how- 
ever, .that these diamonds must be perfect as to cutting. The 
publication referred to says that “even stones of the third quality, 
both as to color and imperfections” wére sold in the United States 
in 1910. 

Another peculiarity of American trade in diamonds in the year 
named is that during the early months the demand for stones in 
this country was very brisk, while during the remaining nine months 
it fell off greatly. What relation page oo d have been between 
this depression in the diamond trade and the general course of 
business it would be interesting to trace. In a general way it will 
be recalled that business did not quite respond to expectations a 
year ago this time. Certain events of a political and quasi-political 
nature served to unsettle trade temporarily. It may be put down 
as one of the remarkable phases of modern commercial life that 
this unrest should: so immediately affect the demand for diamonds. 
Yet, when the matter is given careful thought it will be seen that 
the falling off in the sale of diamonds under such -circumstances 
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is quite as natural as the slackening of trade in any other article 
that may be classified amiong the luxuries. - : 
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
